Motor Services offering to work 
around the clock to get it fixed free of 
charge. 

James said: “Since 2007 Barton le 
Clay residents have donated more 
than £11,000 to support Barton 
Rotary’s Santa’s Sleigh goal in spon¬ 
soring young people in the village, the 
annual seniors’ Christmas lunch and 
the air ambulance charities. 

“We all love doing this every year 
because it is not only for some great 
charities but also great to see the 
children so excited and happy. But this

year while we were helping others, we 
found that Santa needed help himself. 

“In fact while the sleigh was sitting 
on a rotarian’s driveway waiting to be 
repaired the kids living down the 
street asked their mum what Santa 
was going to do. 

“Both Steve and Andy are not Rotary 
members, however generously waived 
their fees, which also demonstrates 


what a wonderful community this is to 
live in.” 

A spokesman for Central 
Bedfordshire Council said: “Though it 
is unfortunate that Father Christmas’ 
sleigh had a mishap in Barton-le-Clay 
on Tuesday evening, we’d like to com¬ 
mend the villagers for showing some 
festive spirit to save the day and avoid 
any disappointment. 


“This particular pothole is behind an 
access kerb line and hadn’t previously 
been reported to us but will go on our 
list for repairs. 

“We know that this is an important

roads if it is expected to be icy or 
snowy.” 


Luton is the 
worst hit in 
the county by 
council cuts 

PUBLIC services face 
being squeezed again after 
the latest round of council 
funding cuts revealed 
Luton will be the worst hit 
in the county. 

Luton Borough Council’s 
funding for 2015/16 will be 
cut by 15.5 per cent, or 
£14.9m, figures released 
this week by the 
Department for 
Communities and Local 
Government revealed. 

By comparision, Bedford 
will have its funding cut by 
13 per cent and Central 
Bedfordshire’s will fall by 
12.3 per cent. 

Despite this, the govern¬ 
ment says the actual cut to 
funds will be around 1.8 
per cent. It uses a measure 
called ‘spending power’ - 
which takes into consider¬ 
ation other ways councils 
generate money, such as 
council tax, business rates 
and other fees - to 
calculate this. 

Luton fares badly in this 
sense too, feeling a hit of 
around three percent. 

A spokeswoman for 
Luton Borough Council 
said: “The announcements 
do not include the educa¬ 
tion services grant, or the 
new burdens funding in 
relation to extra duties on 
local authorities to look 
after children in care for 
longer. 

“Until we have the infor¬ 
mation on those grants, 
we cannot make a fully 
informed comment on the 
settlement overall. 

“Luton’s spending power 
reduction is stated to be 
2.9 per cent, significantly 
above the average.”

Norovirus 

Norovirus is often referred to as winter 
vomiting flu as it is more common during 
winter. Norovirus causes diarrhoea and 
vomiting and, although people can feel 
really unwell, medical attention is not 
normally needed. Norovirus can last for 
up to five days. People should tell a family 
member that you are unwell, stay at home, 
keep warm and drink plenty of fluids. 

If you need advice ring your GP surgery or, 
if your surgery is shut please phone 111. 
Please do not attend your surgery or the 
hospital as Norovirus spreads easily. It is 
important to maintain good hand hygiene 
to prevent other family members becoming 
ill. Wipe down all surfaces, door handles, 
taps and toilet flush systems with an 
antibacterial spray. 
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Get your flu jab. 
ome people are eligible 
for a free flu jab, to find

Sounds simple but visit your pharmacy. 

They offer a great local service. Pharmacists 
are well trained experts and are available 
close to your home, without an 
appointment and normally without much 
of a wait. Pharmacies can help with a range 
of common conditions and minor injuries, 
such as aches and pains, uncomplicated 
cystitis, colds and skin rashes. If you have 
one of these common conditions, your 
pharmacist can give advice and medicines, 
if appropriate. 

They will also advise you about what to 
keep in your medicines cabinet- from pain 
relief to plasters. You can find out where 
your nearest pharmacy is by visiting 


On average adults can expect two colds a 
year and children as many as 10. Sometimes 
bad colds can be mistaken as flu but here's 
how to tell the difference. 

Flu's biggest symptom is a sudden high 
temperature of over 38 degrees Celsius and 
a sudden cough. Other symptoms include a 
headache, chills, aching muscles, limb or 
joint pain, sore throat, runny nose, 
sneezing, loss of appetite and diarrhoea or 
stomach upset. 

With a cold, you may have some of the 
same symptoms but these will appear at 
different stages. Usually, with a cold adults 
will not have a high temperature but 
children might. 

The best thing you can do is rest, drink 
plenty of fluids and help to ease sore 
throats with lozenges, mixtures or sprays. 
Make sure you check with your chemist 
whether any cold or flu remedies can be 
used with any medication you are already 
taking. 

There are a number of pharmacies across 
the town that are able to offer you a flu jab. 
Certain people are eligible for a free flu jab, 
others can have the vaccine for a small fee. 
Speak to you pharmacist for more advice 
and information. 






Make sure you keep warm this winter. 
By setting your heating to the right 
temperature (18-21) you can keep 
your home warm and your bills as low 
as possible.

Houghton man 
guilty of child 
porn offences 
avoids prison

A FORTY-YEAR-OLD man has avoided 
prison after being found with more 
than 2,000 indecent images of children 
stashed on his computer. 

Anthony Brooks was handed a year 
long suspended prison sentence for the 
offences earlier this week. 

At Luton Crown Court, Brooks, of 
Frogmore Road, Houghton Regis, 
pleaded guilty to eight offences in 
total. 

These included making indecent 
photos, possessing an indecent photoof 
a child, possessing prohibited images of 
a child and possessing an extreme 
pornographic image. 

The court heard Brooks had gone 
searching for the material on the 
internet. 

Richard Jones, prosecuting, said that 
police acting on information went to 
his home on May 31 last year and seized 


computer equipment belonging to 
Brooks. 

A forensic examination of the goods 
revealed what Brooks had been up to 
and the search terms he had used to 
locate the images. 

The court was told the vast majority of 
the photos were of young girls aged 10 
to 13. 

However, some showed children 
between the ages of two and six. 

When questioned by police, Brooks 
said he had been looking at adult porn 
and was not attracted to children. 

He was given a 12 month jail sentence 
suspended for two years with two years 
supervision. 

He was also ordered to carry out 200 
hours of unpaid work and pay £840 
towards the cost of the prosecution.

LUTON MAN GUILTY OF ABH IN FATAL FIGHT 
A MAN has been given a six month prison sen¬ 
tence for starting a fight which led to the death 
of tattoo artist Joseph Kent, but won’t spend 
any more time behind bars. 

Tariq Bostan, 28, of Sarum Road, Luton, 
rowed with Mr Kent, who was then hit by his 
brother Samir Bostan. He appeared for sen¬ 
tence having pleaded guilty on June 14 last 
year to two charges of causing actual bodily 
harm. Bostan will spend no more time in custo¬ 
dy, due to having spent 116 days in prison and 
spending time on curfew. 


MEN ARRESTED FOR TERRORISM OFFENCES 
COUNTER-terror police officers arrested two 
men in Luton on Tuesday. 

The men, aged 61 and 37 were arrested on 
suspicion of supporting a banned organisation 
under the Terrorism Act 2000. 

The act lists 63 banned organisations for 
being “concerned in terrorism,” making it a 
criminal offence to belong to them, or to sup¬ 
port them in other ways such as giving them 
money. 

Both men were taken to a Bedfordshire Police 
station and as of Friday remained in custody.

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A6 crash victim was police staff 


A MAN killed while riding his bike 
along the A6 in Barton le Clay earli¬ 
er this week has been named as 
Mark Stagg. 

Mr Stagg, 47, from Meppershall, 
who was a civilian member of staff 
at Bedfordshire Police. 

He was killed when the bicycle he 
was riding collided with a Vauxhall 
Corsa on the southbound carriage¬ 
way of the A6 at about 7.30am on 
Tuesday. 

The driver of the Corsa suffered 
minor injuries in the collision. 


Mr Stagg had worked for 
Bedfordshire Police as a member of 
civilian staff for a number of years. 

Bedfordshire Police's Chief 
Constable Colette Paul was among 
the first to pay tribute, saying: “The 
tragic death of Mark is incredibly 
sad. He was highly regarded by all 
who worked with him and he will be 
greatly missed. 

“My thoughts and heartfelt sym¬ 
pathy go out to his family and col¬ 
leagues who knew and worked with 
Mark.” 


An inquest into Mr Stagg's death 
was due to be opened on Friday 
morning. 

The collision caused the A6 to be 
closed until the afternoon on 
Tuesday. 

The closure resulted in severe con¬ 
gestion along the road going into 
and out ofLuton. 

Anyone who witnessed the colli¬ 
sion or has any information which 
could help the investigation is 
urged to call the Roads Policing 
Unit on 101.

A SCHOOL has 
‘revisited’ the way it 
conducts controlled 
assessments follow¬ 
ing an investigation 
into alleged mal¬ 
practice on a GCSE 
course. 

Inspectors from 
the OCR exam board 
conducted an 
investigation into 
Challney High 
School for Girls in 
Addington Way, 
Luton, after it 
received allegations 
about the school. 

The matter is relat¬ 
ed to controlled 
assessments under¬ 
taken in the GCSE 
Science course 

Students had to 
wait for their results 
whilst the inquiry 
was being completed 
but have they now all 
received them. 

Luton council said 
this delay had not 
‘penalised or com¬ 
promised’ any stu¬ 
dents’. 

A source close to 
the school told Luton 
on Sunday an allega¬ 
tion that a teacher 
had been making 


changes to course- 
work for students in 
order for them to 
achieve a higher 
mark had been 
made. 

Following this alle¬ 
gation, inspectors 
visited the school. 

When contacted by 
this newspaper, OCR 
confirmed that they 
had been out to the 
site but a spokesman 
for the body said it 
could not release 
details of the investi¬ 
gation as this infor¬ 
mation was ‘confi¬ 
dential’. 


Luton council 
refused to provide 
further details of the 
allegation, or exact 
changes the school 
had made as a result 
of the OCR’s investi¬ 
gation. 

A spokeswoman for 
the authority said: 
“Allegations were 
made to the OCR 
awarding body 
regarding the 
Science GCSE at 
Challney High 
School for Girls. 

“OCR conducted an 
investigation and as 
a consequence the 


school has revisited 
how controlled 
assessments are 
administered to 
ensure processes 
and procedures are 
fully conducted in 
line with the regula¬ 
tions. 

“Although the 
Science GCSE results 
were delayed pend¬ 
ing the outcome of 
the investigation, 
students were not 
penalised or com¬ 
promised in any way 
and they have now 
received all of their 
GCSE grades.” 


Vigil for Peshawar victims 


RESIDENTS in Luton will be 
holding a vigil this afternoon 
as a sign of support for the 
victims of the massacre in 
Peshawar, Pakistan. 

Members from the Luton 
branch of the Pakistan Awami 
Tehreek (PAT) have issued an 
open invitation to the vigil 
taking place between 4-6pm 


outside the Town Hall. 

Seven Taliban militants 
killed 141 people, mostly chil¬ 
dren, during the attack on 
Tuesday afternoon before they 
were stopped and killed by 
the Pakistani military. 

Mohamad Javed, 21, a uni¬ 
versity student from the PAT, 
said: “The vigil is just to show 


support to the families and to 
tell extremists that everyone 
is united against them, and 
that we don’t want them.” 

He added that the organisers 
of the event were expecting 
people from all over the coun¬ 
try to be in attendance and 
were finalising a list of speak¬ 
ers for the vigil.

Two bailed after

TWO boys have been bailed 
after four were arrested 
following an attack on a 
pensioner in Wardown Park. 

The young men, two aged 
15 and two aged 14 were 
arrested over the weekend in 
connection with the assault 
on Saturday, December 6 , 
which left the 78-year-old 
man in hospital.

Town good for car 
dependency levels

LUTON is one of the better 
places in the country to get 
around without a car, a new 
survey has found. 

The Campaign for Better 
Transport’s (CBT) car 
dependency report has rated 
towns and cities in England 
on their public transport 
provision and facilities for 
cycling and walking. 

Out of 29 locations stud¬ 
ied, Luton came 12th for 


accessibility and planning. 
London, Manchester and 
Liverpool were top in the 
same category whilst 
Colchester, Wigan and 
Peterborough were last. 

Researchers focused on 
three other areas which 
were: bus and train quality 
and uptake (Luton came 
23rd); cycling and walking 
as alternatives (Luton was 
8th); driving and car use 
(the town came 15th). 

The town was also ranked 
as being second for benefit¬ 


ing from the wider benefits 
of low car dependency such 
as low transport emissions 
and better health. 

Among the recommenda¬ 
tions made were that towns 
and cities could invest in 
Tight rail and guided buses 
where they can make an 
impact (such as the Busway 
in and around Luton)’. 

Stephen Joseph, chief exec¬ 
utive of the CBT, said ‘most 
successful places in our 
research give people a choice 
in how you get around’.

THE chairman of a group of creative indi¬ 
viduals and organisations has said he hopes 
a series of events planned for next year will 
help the town’s youngsters. 

Gavin O’Brien, head of the Made In Luton 
(MIL) collective, said the group wanted to 
create a ‘creative identity’ which would raise 
Luton town centre’s profile. 

MIL is made up of a number of creative 
companies based in and around the Hat 
Factory and Bute Street. 

This year the group held workshops, festival 
and community events, but Gavin said plans 


to do even more next year were in place. 
These include an open studio festival, a 
mentoring programme and plans to install a 
free Wi-Fi connection in the area, as well 
joint-initiatives with the newly formed Luton 
Business District. 

He said: “We want to continue to lobby for 
the creative arts and creative identity, and 
want to bring that into the creative quarter.” 

Mr O’Brien added: “The ultimate aim is to 
have kids that will not have to work as hard as 
we have done, and they do not have to liter¬ 
ally pull up trees to make it work and that is 
out aspiration. We have a lot of good people in 
good places and people with good intentions 
with revolutionary ideas.”

Cash crisis could 
see charity shut

A CENTRE in Luton which 
supports deaf people across 
the county faces closure 
unless it can pay off a debt. 

The Alban Neve Deaf 
Association (ANDA), in Old 
Bedford Road, was due to 
hold an event last night to 
raise £15,000 to pay off a rent 
debt on its premises. 

The charity was established 
in 2004 to provide support for 
people with hearing loss and 


provide ‘a range of services 
that will help with empower¬ 
ment and social inclusion’. 

It lost its council funding in 
2010 and has since then been 
unable to generate revenues 
from other sources. As a 
result, it now faces having to 
close its operation. 

Ruth Wooster, a volunteer 
manager at the centre, said: 
“We provide a very impor¬ 
tant service for deaf people 
and help prevent social 
inclusion and support via 
Pohwer (an advocacy group 


for charities). We also have a 
British Sign Language inter¬ 
preter to help with issues 
they face in life like help with 
filling forms, communica¬ 
tion and other things. 

“If the centre closes there 
will be nowhere for deaf peo¬ 
ple to socialise with their 
own peers.“They will face 
isolation, especially old deaf 
people, and there will be a 
lack of support for them.”

By signing the concordat we 
wanted to show a strong and 
united commitment to 
working closely together to 
improve outcomes for anyone 
experiencing mental health 
crisis. 

I am also very pleased that 
the council has signed up to a 
zero tolerance to loan sharks 
charter. 


We are currently working 
with the England Illegal 
Money Lending Team to 
make Luton a zero tolerance 
area for the unscrupulous 
activities of loan sharks. 

Loan sharks prey on the 
most vulnerable in our socie¬ 
ty and use a campaign of fear 
and intimidation in carrying 
out their illegal activities. 

Not only do loan sharks 
bring misery, despair and 
poverty to their victims, they 
also bring a whole range of 
criminality to communities 
causing an increase in crime, 
anti-social behaviour, 
vandalism and empty homes. 

We as a council have a 
fantastic track record in 
investigating and prosecut¬ 
ing these unlicensed lenders 
and I am proud that we have 
now gone a step further by 
signing up to the charter.

THE HOBBIT: 

THE BATTLE OF FIVE ARMIES 

Showing at Luton Cineworld 

THE final instalment of Peter 
Jackson's The Hobbit trilogy ends 
on an epic high note after three 
hours of non-stop action and 
glorious special effects. 

Bilbo Baggins, Thorin 
Oakenshield and the Company of 
Dwarves have reclaimed the 
mountain from the Dragon 
Smaug, but have unwittingly 
released a deadly force on the 
land. 

The enraged beast sets his sights 
on the defenceless people of 
Laketown as Thorin sacrifices his 
friends and his honour to keep his 
reclaimed treasure. As Bilbo 
desperately tries to make him see 
reason the hobbit is forced to make 
a dangerous decision. 

Peter Jackson has successfully 
concluded his drawn out saga of 
Tolkien’s classic that packs just as 
much weight as The Return of the 
King. We finally get to see the 
destructive awe of Smaug and the 
epic battle scenes that the previ¬ 
ous films have been building 
towards. 

We’re thrown straight in to the 
chaos as Smaug rains his fiery 
wrath down on Laketown, before 
the armies assemble and a 
non-stop ride of grand battles and 
one-on-one fights begin. 

You might think little Bilbo 


would become lost among the sea 
of action, but Martin Freeman 
takes us on an emotional journey 
as Bilbo struggles to keep his 
friends alive while grappling with 
his own inner darkness. 

Freeman’s hobbit is delightfully 
engaging and likeable with clever 
little nuggets of humour lighten¬ 
ing even the darkest mood. 

He may not be the central char¬ 
acter in this outing but his pres¬ 
ence is certainly felt in every major 
scene. 

The film builds to a gigantic 


battle of dwarves, elves, men, ores 
and eagles all fighting for their 
claim of the unimaginable wealth 
deep in the mountain - each army 
a well-oiled machine moving 
fluidly to sharp commands. 

But among all this Jackson still 
manages to squeeze in a dramatic 
romance between elf Tauriel and 
dwarf Kili, in a Romeo and Juliet 
tale which is certain to keep you 
hooked. 

But it is Richard Armitage as 
Thorin who is the star of this film 
as he battles against a sickness 


caused by the piles of gold that 
have sent him mad with power 
and greed. As his paranoia grows it 
is up to the humble Bilbo to reach 
his friend and save him from 
himself. 

After Jackson lost his story¬ 
telling footing in the previous 
film, he’s definitely back on track 
here to deliver an engrossing story 
with non-stop combat that is a 
fitting end to the fantasy 
franchise.

BUT OF 
CORSA 



Vauxhall’s latest Corsa might just be at 
its best with a diesel engine. Yes, you 
can make the numbers work for you 
with a diesel supermini. The Corsa’s 
offered with a 75PS 1.3-litre which 
you should ignore and a 95PS version 
which you most certainly shouldn’t. 
Markedly quicker, it’s also more 
economical, returning a cracking 
88.3mpg and emitting just 85g/km. 

There’s not one but two versions of the 1.3-litre 
CDTi diesel to tempt UK buyers. The first is the 
75PS iteration while those demanding a bit more 
poke beneath their boots will naturally be drawn 
to the 95 PS version. Both models develop the 
same 190Nm of torque from just l,750rpm, so 
you get that reassuringly brawny pickup as soon 
as you pull away. They’re far from identical when 


you put a stopwatch on them though, the 75PS 
car accelerating to 62mph in 14.9 seconds and 
running on to lOlmph, while the 95PS version 
really leverages that extra power in the upper 
registers, trimming the 62mph sprint down to 
12.3 seconds and maxing out at 1 lOmph. 

Straight away you’ll spot similarities to the 
front end of the ADAM model and that’s 
no coincidence, this looking set to become 
the Vauxhall family face for the foreseeable 
future. That means a rounded, friendly look 
with a broader front grille than Corsas of old. 

The overall proportioning isn’t that much of 
a departure, this car retaining the somewhat 
tall and narrow shape of the third generation 
model. It’s almost identical in length but all of 
the car’s body panels are new and provide greater 
definition between the sporty’ look of the three- 
door and the premium five-door models. The 
285-litre boot is big for the supermini class.

LUKE Wilkinson, Luke Rooney and Jake 
Howells scored the goals that gifted Luton 
Town an early Christmas present, but their 
victory over Newport County was a day that 
the real Andy Drury stood up. 

The midfielder has struggled for top form 
since his £100,000 return to the club this sum¬ 
mer but his dynamic and purposeful perfor¬ 
mance was the stuff that saw Championship 
Ipswich fork out £150,000 for his services and 
steal him away from Town in January 2011. 

Goalkeeper Mark Tyler was his usual exem¬ 
plary self, with a series of saves that won the 


sponsor’s man-of-the-match award, but Drury 
was the real difference and his two assists were 
just the icing on his Christmas cake. 

First team coach Hakan Hayrettin said after¬ 
wards: “I thought Dukes [Drury] was outstand¬ 
ing. He was unstoppable. When he’s in that 
position for us and on form he’s a class act.” 

Howells, who notched at the death, said: “I 
thought Dukes was unbelievable. He’s showing 
what class he has. When he was here before I 
and all the fans knew what quality he had and 
that’s why he got his move. He deserved to at 
least get man-of-the-match.” 

The main man got Town rocking from the 
first whistle with a cheeky flick that increased 
the noise level before a Jonathan Smith surge 
into the penalty box forced keeper Jamie 
Stephens to paw away to safety. It was only 
brief respite as, from the resulting corner, 
Wilkinson rose highest to head in inside the 
back post with only five minutes on the clock. 

The final scoreline, on first half evidence at 


least, flattered Town but they were just far 
more clinical than their Welsh visitors, who 
came to the Kenilworth Road unbeaten in nine 
games. 

That form saw the Exiles - who had already 
been beaten in Bedfordshire in the FA Cup this 
term - put the hosts under the pump for large 
parts of the opening period and a Lee Minshull 
header hit the underside of the bar and bounced 
on the line, amid County appeals, before get¬ 
ting cleared off the line. 

The Newport defender was involved at the 
other end for a corner, throwing Wilkinson to 
the turf in judo fashion and though, bizarrely, 
referee Darren Drysdale saw nothing wrong 
with that there was a further wrestling match 
between the two defenders.
